We were very hungry, (our ſea-ſtore having 
been exhauſted ſome time) therefore very de- 
ſirous to partake of our ſpail; but the matter 
was, how to dreſs our fiſh ; there being neither 
pan nor kettle on board to bai them in, fave 
the tea-kettle, and that was entirely appropri- 
ated to the uſe of the females. At laſt, the mate 
produced a. pair of old, broken fire-tongs, al- 
moſt. confumed with ruſt. With fuch a por 
ſubſtitute for a grid-iron, a gentleman (from 
Caſtletown in the Iſland) contrived to broil , a 
part of our welcome booty, exceedingly well; 
reſerving the remainder for the next day, to 
ſecure us againſt abſolute famine.

Their other uſual articles ef 
food, potatoes and butter-milk ; and, when un 
indulgence towards homely luxury is allowed 
by the frugal matron, it is barely by the ad-

Tuis laſt, if I can give credit to creditable 
people, is the only fare, even of the mountain

Ir the proprietors, and ſubſtantial 8 
of | eſtates ſeriouſly, wilh to convert the poor | 
peaſants, from being. (as they are now) ſuch 
flothful, to active, induſtrious, uſeful members 
of ſociety ; they muſt begin the laudable work, 
by beitering the condition of thoſe poor, miſer- 
able wretches, ; by building them more com- 
fortable and decent habitations to dwell in;

Many ſources of employment point out 
themſelves very plainly to an attentive eye, in 
the various and neceſſary improvements of 
draining, fencing, banking, embanking, break- 
ing up and clearing the ground from trumpery 
produttions, and peſtiferous weeds.

could never have journeyed from ſhores very 


diſtant from this ſmall iſland ; but muſt dry

diſtant from their preſent places of reſort; 
where, in this carly fou they are ſeen in. 
great abundance. , 

TakAE is ſuch talerable — of the largeſt 
ſized. berrings, now brought to market, as to be 
ſold three for two-pence, Thoſe, intereſted, 
or engaged, in the grand buſineſs of the iſland, 
form hopes of a very beneſicial ſea - harveſt, from 
the preſent early ſucceſs of the ſmall boats. 
They are the only ones that, as yet, have gone 
out in {earch of them: but the greateſt exer- 
tions are making to have an extraordinary 
number of the large ones, ready to go out when 
the ſeaſon ſeriouſly commences. | 


6th. Taz great annual fair, at St. John's, is 
always held on this day; therefore novelty in- 
duced me to viſit it; and there I found a pro- 
digious concourſe of people, from every part 
of the iſland ; but ſuch a collection of cows and 
horſes, ſure, never diſgraced any fair before,. — 
except that at Kirk Santon, before noticed. 
There ſeemed to be very little trafficking, in 
thole articles; therefore I ſuppoſe moſt of them

26th. A very pleaſant,” "mild morning EY 
tempted me to take a pretty long walk into the 
country, by Pulroſe, up to Mr. S. Wilſon's 
farm, where I obſerved ſome very ſpirited im- 
provements going forward; ſuch as do great 
credit to the -owner; and ſo round by Kir 
Bradden, Obſerved reapers cutting barley, 
in ſeveral fields; but, at the ſame time, was 
obliged to obſerve many - acres of hay to carry 
in;—ſhame on ſuch egregious neglect and idle- 
neſs.

21ſt, Buiko a very fine morning, and moſt 
promiſing too for continuing fair, (the wind 
blowing from a north eaſterly point) I took the 
reſolution of viſiting -Mr. Crellin, on the north 
fide of the iſland, who had not only invited me 
very civilly to his houſe, but promiſed me alſo 
much entertainment (inmy way) from what he 
ſhould be able to ſhew me, both of Daniſh and 
Druidical remains, in the neighbourhood of his 
place. 

I cor there about eleven, and was moſt po- 
litely received by Mrs. Crellin, Mr. Crellin 
being gone a little way upon buſineſs; and 
was civilly inſtructed by her, how to proceed 
in my firſt reſearches, till Mr. Crellin returned, 
to accompany me in my longer ſtroll. The 
firſt viſit J paid was to an eminence, juſt behind 
the houſe, which I had noticed two or three 
times, from the Ramſey road, under the pre-

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ſtenption of being a Daniſh barrow of berg, 


and, on approaching it, found my comettures 
were very right; being a moſt perfect, as well 
as noble one; raiſed as a ſepultural monument,

warlike people: 

| From thence 1 paſſed to a aeigtwalil 
eminence, that well deſerves noticing, for ſome 
valuable relics, though of a very different nas 
ture: as it ſtill retains, upon its ſutnmit, oſt 
plain veſtiges of a Druidical temple, an un 
doubted place of worſhip, (as well as legifls. 
tion) for the moſt extraordinary ſet of myſtitul 
religioniſts, that perhaps the world was ee 
acquainted with. 

Tus forms of all their temples 1 have Wk 
met with, ſave ſome in Wiltſhire, are &a 
correſpondent to each other; but their dimen. 
ſions very different, as well as the quality d 
the huge, rude ſtories, or ſubſtances, with 
which the ſacred limits were circurnſcribed, 
"Thoſe that furround the ſanctum ſanctorum ot 
that alluded to, are maſſy pebbles of White, 


ſhining ſpar; and thoſe that form the porties, - 
or entrance, are two moſt ponderous grey peb- - 


bles, of a grain; or ſubſtance, very different 
from any ſtone (viſible) in that country; there- 


fore muſt have been procured from ſome port 
Rs. of

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of the fea ſhore, or ſome very diſtant diſtrict. 
How they evntrived to get ſuch huge, heavy 
' bodies brought up to that high ground, and fo 
very firmly fixed there as to brave removal, is a 
wonder, or myſtery, that perhaps will never be 
unravelled. That the ancient Gauls, or Ger- 
mans, underſtood the uſe of ſome of the me- 
chanical powers pretty well, cannot be doubt. 
ed; and that the Druidical ſyſtem had its 
origin in that part of Europe, is, J believe, 
pretty generally allowed. 

Wairtsr I was ſurveying thoſe remains, 
with a kind of veneration, I obſerved a fine level 
clod, at ſome diſtance from me, (upon the 
lofty beech) which was perfectly level, ſmooth, 
and circular; elevated too above the ſur- 
rounding ſurface of the ground. The novel- 
ty of the fight ſoon led me there, where 1 
found it furrounded, firſt; by a regular exca- 
vation (from which it had acquired its eleva- 
tion) and then by a regular mound, entirely 
correſponding with the inward circles, It re- 
minded me of King Arthur's round table, 
near Penrith ; only it was larger in circum- 
ference, and much more elevated ; for it might 
be diſtinguiſhed at a mile's diſtance upon level 
ground. 

Havinc then proceeded as far as I had any 
clue to direct me, I returned towards the houſe, 

X intending 
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intending to wait Mr. Crellin's return, before | 
1 went to inſpect the humble manſions of the 


dead, which was the primary object of tt 
day's puriuit. Before I reached the houſe ! 
met Mr. Crellin coming up to me; I, there. 
fore, turned back with him to the place I had 
been laſt noticing- He ſaid, he muſt have 


frequently ſeen it, in paſſing that way; buthe - 


had never-been induced to take particular no- 
tice of it before; but, upon the exaQ-circy. 
lar form, the elevation, excavation, and the 
mound in particular, ſo exactly correſponding 
with the interior circles, being pointed out to 
him, he entirely agreed with me, that it mut 
have been a work of art and deſign, and not of 
nature, or chance : though equally at a lols, to 
gueſs what the deſign was, or what the original 
ule of it could be. There is not a ſtone d 
any ſize, to be obſerved any way near it; ſo 
could not be meant as a work of defence. 
Taz level ground, along the preſent beech, 
is a fine graſſy turf, extending for a confider- 
able length, and was of a pretty conſiderable 
width formerly. For, according to Mr. Crel- 
lin's information, it extended above a 
of a mile farther, (in Biſhop Wilſon's time) 
into the channel; for that was the favounte 
airing ground of the worthy old gentleman, in 
his old chariot ; as many people (now living) 
N Can 
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can well remember. And it ſeems very proba- 


ble that fine. piece of heath ground, on that 
lofty ſhore fide, was the common, or choſen 


ſepultural ground. of the Danes, in that part 
of the iſland ; as ſuch numbers of cells have 


been (from time to time) diſcovered, all along IF 


that lofty beach; laid open to view by the 
continued encroachments of a furious ſea up- 
on it, by undernuning and waſhing away its 
earthy foundation. 

We: then ſcrambled down the ſteep, high 
bank, as well as we could, vn the dry, pebbly 
ſhore; and proceeded along it for ſome time, 
before we could diſcover any thing in our way : 
but, after ſome ſhort ſpace, Mr. Crellin ob- 
ſerved a cell (very near the top of the high 
mound) which appeared to have, very recently, 
loſt its contents; and which we were fortunate 
enough to. diſcover amongſt ſome fallen rub- 
biſn. The urn, or ſepultural earthen vellel, 
(for it differs much, in ſhape, from the Ro- 
man ſepultural urn) was broken; but the 
covering, or protecting ſtones, were ſound 
and entire: the end ſtones, about a foot 
"gh; the covering ſtone, about two feet 
ong.

| them noticed, by the few gentlemen of the 
iſland, who have a turn to enquiries of that 
kind. I wiſh che Dahl profeſſor had ſeen 
them, as he might have . thrown light upon the 
triangular poſition; but medals, and Runic 
characters, ſeemed to be the chief objects of his 
enquiries and reſearches; yet nothing can 
gire ſurer evidence of the very conſiderable 
eſtabliſned power, and ample poſſeſſions, the 
Danes had once in this iſland, than the number 
of bergs, or barrows, that are to be met with 
in ſo many different parts of it. 

SOON after I had left thoſe funeral relics, 
1 came to a noble large field, containing three 
conſiderable and different vegetable crops ;

I was much pleaſed with Mr. Wynn's hay- 
thr introduced the ſenſible practice of -nijow- 
ing his barley crops; a practice that ought to 
be more peculiarly adopted, in this iſland/than 
almoſt any where elſe ; as there is ſuch an 
Folute ſcarcity of hands, during the yearly inter- 
ference of the ſea with the land-harveſt;"oc- 
caſioning great quantities of grain not on 
be damaged, but even loſt, by ſhake.”

Fxom thence I paſſed over e 
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Gnd, to a kind of farm houſe, near che iſland ; 
and from thence; over a mound wall of four 
yards thick, made to prevent the ſea from flow- 
ing through that narrow channel, into the 
haven, and which makes a road of occupation 
too, into the circular iſland. The firſt object 
1 noticed was the old chapel, in which (tradi- 
tion ſays) the ancient biſhops were firſt intro- 
duced, to receive their appointment, and read 
themſelves into the united biſhopric.

Why they did not, no one can poſſibly divine, 
unleſs from a motive of the moſt wretched 
penuriouſneſs, a ſaving of the harbour dues ; a 
very poor reaſon, a moſt pitiably folly, for 
hazarding ſo many lives, and ſo much valuable 
property. The harbour dues 'are very mode- 
rate at this port; they ought to be as low, every 
where, as the nature of circumſtances will ad- 
mit; for as long as the world laſts, there will be 
many of thoſe miſerable- minded wretches, that 
vill run any hazards to ſave a groat.
